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** i C")HE  very  fact  that  two  flags — the  Stars  and  Stripes  and  the  Union  Jack — are  flying 
from  the  mastheads  of  vessels  now  jointly  patrolling  the  sea  lines  of  the  Atlantic 
gives  us  more  than  reasonable  assurance  that  the  Tulip  bulbs  that  have  been  carefully 
grown  for  us  in  England  will  arrive  safely  and  on  time. 


Few  people  realize  that  in  England — just  across  the  channel  from  Holland — there  are 
extensive  bulb-producing  areas  that  are  amazingly  similar  to  the  famous  bulb  fields  of 
Holland,  and  where  bulbs  of  the  first  quality  are  grown. 


Speaking  of  Holland,  we  are  tremendously  pleased  to  learn  from  our  former  Dutch 
growers  that  they  have  been  able,  in  unexplained  ways,  to  safeguard  their  precious  planting 
stocks  and  carry  them  along,  so  far  at  least  in  sufficient  quantities,  so  that  the  future  pros¬ 
pects  of  our  again  having  Dutch-grown  bulbs,  in  more  or  less  unlimited  varieties  and  types, 
are  not  wholly  black.

It  is  an  undeniable  fact  that  some  Tulip  varieties  are  in  very  short 
supply.  All  orders  received  will,  in  fairness  to  everyone,  be  filled  in  rotation.  In  order  that 
we  may  not  disappoint  you  please  order  early.

MANY  years  ago,  when  this  classification  was  determined 
upon,  there  undoubtedly  were  certain  characteristics  which 
were  common  to,  or  exclusive  with,  Darwin  Tulips.  Now  changes 
have  taken  place.  Countless  crosses  have  been  made.  The  blood 
of  other  groups  has  been  introduced,  and  there  is  almost  no  feature 
left  which  is  peculiar  to  this  group  alone.  We  can,  therefore,  no 
longer  explain  Just  why  a  “Darwin”  is  a  “Darwin.” 

The  color-range  is  from  white  through  blush,  pink,  salmon,  rose, 
shades  of  red,  maroon,  purple  to  black,  as  well  as  yellow,  and  the 
loveliest  shades  of  lavender  and  lilac.  They  grow  from  2  to  3 
feet  in  height  and  bloom  in  late  May. 

Darwin  Tulips  may  be  effectively  grouped  in  front  of  shrubs 
and  evergreens  or  planted  in  beds  and  perennial  borders.  Plant 
the  bulbs  5  to  6  inches  deep. and  4  to  6  inches  apart  during  Octo¬ 
ber  or  November.  Cover  with  a  light  mulch  of  some  such  mate¬ 
rial  as  Salt  Marsh  Hay  after  the  first  hard  freeze.
